Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1953. 

This  is  the  ninetieth  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Sanato- 
rium Division,  and  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  since  May, 
1938.  The  West  Department  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  May  8,  1953, 
by  election  of  Richard  J.  Condon  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  as  Secretary. 
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In  September,  Mr.  Henry  C.  Berlin  was  appointed 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  term  ending  April  30,  1958. 

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $11,005,293.06.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $9,443,912.54  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $737,389.15  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $725,769.00  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  and  $98,222.37  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$234,208.05,  $210,787.25  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures,  $16,394.56  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $7,026.24  in  the  South  Department  ex- 
penditures. The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike 
Memorial  Laboratory,  $169,398.80,  is  included  in  the 
hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  $420,315.40,  total 
amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Depart- 
ment, $247,986.09  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper; 
$168,126.16  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and 
$4,203.15  on  account  of  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Phvsical 
Therapeutics,  $38,584.12,  $20,063.74  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $18,520.38  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Immunology,  $8,021.57,  $80.22  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  and  $7,941.35  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Biochemical 
Laboratories,  $242,629.44,  $208,661.32  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $31,541.83  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  $2,426.29  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research, 
$20,190.86,  $10,095.43  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $10,095.43  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Dentistry, 
Oral  Surgery  Service,  $19,712.48,  $1,577  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper,  $17,938.36  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $197.12  to  the  South  Department,  The 
entire  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Inhalational 
Therapy,  $4,146.21  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Social  Work,  $172,489,  $103,493.40  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $67,270.71  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
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ment,  and  $1,724.89  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients, 
SI 0,554.91,  SI 0,238.26  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper 
and  $316.65  on  the  South  Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  ex- 
cepting those  at  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  sum  of 
$2,576,471.61.

The  contract  of  R  &  M  Wood  Products,  dated  Novem- 
ber 13,  1952,  for  furnishing  and  installing  five  laboratory 
working  bench  tops  in  Surgical  4  and  6,  Dowling  1  North, 
3  North,  and  4  North,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and 
final  payment  in  the  sum  of  8258.70  was  made  to  the 
contractor. 

On  the  contract  of  General  Painting  Company,  dated 
November  17,  1952,  for  painting,  plastering,  and  miscel- 
laneous work  on  interior  of  East  Boston  Relief  Station, 
final  payment  in  the  sum  of  S3 14.20  was  made  to  the 
contractor. 

The  contract  of  Parkman  Construction  Corporation, 
dated  December  11,  1952,  for  alterations  to  basement  of 
Maternity  Building,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed. 
The  sum  of  360,112.80  has  been  paid  on  account  to  the 
contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  8898.68  was  paid  on 
account  to  James  H.  Ritchie  <\r  Associates;  this  contract 
having  been  awarded  September  11,  1952,  in  the  amount 
of  86,217. 

The  contract  of  M.  Solimando,  dated  December  11, 
1952,  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  Dowling  Building 
tunnel,  overhanging  door  in  Receiving  Room,  and  new 
elevator  doors  at  various  locations,  was  completed  and 
accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  830,536  was 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  W.  E.  Smith  Company,  Inc.,  in  the 
amount  of  82,590,  for  repairing  north  chimney,  dated 
December  31,  1952,  and  amended  June  25,  1953,  was 
completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum 
of  8259  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Picker  X-Ray  Corporation,  in  the 
amount  of  81,090,  for  furnishing  and  installing  a  shock- 
proof  head  on  Picker  No.  260  PKB  Unit,  Main  X-Ray 
Department,  dated  March  25,  1953,  was  completed  and 
accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  81,090  was 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Abbott  Iron  Works,  Inc.,  in  the 
amount  of  81,045,  for  repairing  and  painting  two  large 
fire  escapes  and  balconies,  Old  Surgical  and  Ward  0 
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Building,  dated  April  22,  1953,  was  completed  and  ac- 
cepted, and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $104.50  was 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Otis  Elevator  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $20,460,  for  maintenance  of  Otis  elevators  and 
dumb-waiters,  dated  April  22,  1953,  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed.  The  sum  of  $14,914.50  was  paid  on  account 
to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Portland  Elevator  Company,  Inc.,  in 
the  amount  of  $2,040,  for  maintenance  of  elevators,  Vose 
House  A  and  B,  dated  April  22,  1953,  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed.  The  sum  of  $1,530  was  paid  on  account  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Roxbury  Mattress  Corporation,  in  the 
amount  of  $7,887.50,  for  remaking  mattresses,  pillows 
and  chair  cushions,  dated  April  22,  1953,  has  not  as  yet 
been  completed.  The  sum  of  $2,597.72  was  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Parkman  Construction  Corporation, 
in  the  amount  of  $1,387,  for  replacing  piping  and  fittings 
under  corner  of  adjoining  locker  room  floor  and  replac- 
ing heating  pipes  under  same  area  in  basement  of 
Maternity  Building,  dated  June  11,  1953,  was  completed 
and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $138.70 
was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation, 
in  the  amount  of  $2,912.64,  for  maintenance  of  A  B  See 
elevators,  dated  June  25,  1953,  has  not  as  yet  been  com- 
pleted. The  sum  of  $2,184.48  was  paid  on  account  to  the 
contractor. 

The  contract  of  Industrial  Plumbing  and  Heating 
Company,  in  the  amount  of  $1,200,  for  installation  of  six 
new  steam  cookers  in  Commissary  Department,  dated 
July  1,  1953,  has  been  completed  and  accepted,  and  final 
payment  in  the  sum  of  $120  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Patrick  Ross  Company,  in  the  amount 
of  $2,659,  for  repairs  to  brick  work  in  No.  5  and  No.  6 
boilers,  dated  July  15,  1953,  and  amended  August  31, 
1953,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and  sum  of  $265.90 
was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Patterson-Kelly  Company,  Inc.,  in 
the  amount  of  $1,340,  for  installation  of  new  heating 
element  and  controls  in  5,000-gallon  hot  water  storage 
tank  in  Laundry  Building,  dated  July  15,   1953,  was 
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completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum 
of  $134  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Crotty  Brothers,  Inc.,  in  the  amount 
of  $38,000,  for  conducting  certain  studies,  submitting 
plans,  proposals  and  recommendations  with  the  objective 
of  eventually  attaining  the  establishment  of  a  complete 
food  service  management  control,  dated  September  18, 
1953,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $9,498 
was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  John  H.  Pray  &  Sons  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $2,210,  for  furnishing  and  installing  linoleum 
in  Peabody  Wards  1  and  2,  dated  October  2,  1953,  was 
completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum 
of  $221  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  George  Allen  &  Son,  in  the  amount  of 
$1,439.04,  for  complete  renewal  of  furnace  floor  in  No.  5 
boiler,  dated  October  14,  1953,  was  completed  and  ac- 
cepted, and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $143.90  was 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Atlas  Sanitary  Wall  Cleaning  Com- 
pany, in  the  amount  of  $1,365,  for  cleaning  painted 
surfaces,  etc.,  Peabody  Building,  dated  November  19, 
1953,  has  been  completed  and  accepted,  and  the  sum  of 
$1,228.50  was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  H.  Piken  &  Co.,  in  the  amount  of 
$5,355,  for  painting  interior  and  exterior  complete,  in- 
cluding plastering,  renewing  wall  and  floor  tile,  etc., 
Peabody  Building,  dated  November  19,  1953,  was  com- 
pleted and  accepted,  and  the  sum  of  $4,819.50  was  paid 
on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Remington  Rand,  Inc.,  in  the  amount 
of  $3,162.92,  for  expansion,  correcting  of  errors,  etc., 
Soundex  file,  Out-Patient  Department,  dated  November 
20,  1953,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and  no  pay- 
ments have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Flooring  Company,  Inc.,  in 
the  amount  of  $729,  for  furnishing  and  installing  lino- 
leum, and  patching  of  present  linoleum  in  Dowling 
Building,  dated  November  25,  1953,  was  completed  and 
accepted,  and  the  sum  of  $656.10  was  paid  on  account 
to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Painting  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $1,749,  for  plastering  and  painting  interior 
of  Wards  3  and  4,  dated  November  25,  1953,  was  com- 
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pleted  and  accepted,  and  the  sum  of  $1,574.10  was  paid 
on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Painting  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $2,759,  for  interior  painting,  plastering,  etc., 
Wards  1  and  2,  dated  November  25,  1953,  has  not  as 
yet  been  completed,  and  no  payments  have  been  made 
to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Electric  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $8,700,  for  complete  installation  of  new 
X-ray  equipment,  Dowling  Admitting,  dated  Decem- 
ber 11,  1953,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and  no 
payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  H.  Piken  &  Co.,  in  the  amount  of 
$2,775,  for  painting,  plastering,  etc.,  Thorndike  Build- 
ing, dated  December  11,  1953,  has  been  completed  and 
accepted,  and  the  sum  of  $2,497.50  was  paid  on  ac- 
count to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Domenick  Puleo,  in  the  amount  of 
$910,  for  furnishing  and  installing  subway  grating  panels 
in  corridor  near  storeroom  ramp,  dated  December  11, 
1953,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and  no  payments 
have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Thomas  F.  McDonough,  in  the  esti- 
mated amount  of  $12,500,  for  architectural  services  in 
connection  with  alterations  and  additions  to  Pediatric 
Building,  Premature  Unit,  dated  December  11,  1953, 
has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $3,750  was 
paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Domenick  Puleo,  in  the  amount  of 
$1,111.11,  for  removal  of  brick  wall  at  driveway  to 
morgue  yard,  and  furnishing  and  installing  a  wrought- 
iron  fence  in  same  area,  dated  December  23,  1953,  has 
not  as  yet  been  completed,  and  no  payments  have  been 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  D.  Antonellis,  Inc.,  in  the  amount  of 
$6,100,  for  repairs  to  No.  4  and  No.  6  boilers,  dated 
December  30,  1953,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and 
no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Business  Equipment  Corporation,  in 
the  amount  of  $1,545.25,  for  converting  present  equip- 
ment, relocating  same  and  furnishing  and  installing  the 
necessary  parts  in  metal  files  for  Main  X-Ray  Depart- 
ment, dated  December  31,  1953,  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed,  and  no  payments  have  been  made  to  the 
contractor. 
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A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $68,017.68  has  been  added  to  January  1, 
1954,  making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$168,017.68.  During  the  year  1953  there  was  ex- 
pended from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $2,769.39  for  care  of 
convalescent  men  patients  at  various  nursing  homes. 


Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1954,  $1,578,938.35  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  C.  Sears.
